ing that h© doesn't know the politics of half 
th© men he has appointed. James Farley 
does, and h© will take care lest Mr. Roose­ 
velt betray his ignorance In a hurtful way. 


Far more than good intentions are need­ 
ed. however, to remove th© taint from pa­ 
tronage. 
Th© plain, cold fart is that po­ 
litical parties fight to win elections so that 
they can fatten on patronage. To talk of 
eliminating it or even of modifying it is to 
make a fanciful excursion into th© land of 
make-believe. 
Without patronage th© drive 
that makes political campaigns successful 
would be missing. 
In 1913 after having been th© minority 
party for IU years Democrats feasted nois­ 
ily at th© palronag© trough. 
They created 
new positions and filled them with faithful 
brethren of their organization. 
President 
Wilson, it is recalled, was full of good in­ 
tentions, but he was not a match for th© 
enormous pressure brought to hear on him 
by th© leaders of the Democratic party. To 
undertake seriously curtailment of patron­ 
age after winning 
an 
election 
would 
bs 
equivalent to going on a hunger strike after 
fighting for a place st the table. 
President Roosevelt, Uke President Wil­ 
son, would like to reform patronage. 
Yet, 
only a glance at the acta affecting patronage 
la necessary to ©how that he la virtually 
helpless 
During th© first 14 months of his 
administration th© total number of federal 
civilian employes increased from 563.487 to 
644,108, a rise of 80,621. 
More than 60,000 
new jobholders are employed by the numer­ 
ous new deal agencies. 
For th© most part 
they were selected because they were de­ 
serving Democrats. 
Observers in Washing­ 
ton who have spen adminstration# come 
and go for a quarter of a century and more 
admit that they are seeing something In the 
use of patronage that amazes them. 
The 
first 
Roosevelt, 
Taft, 
Wilson, 
Harding. 
Coolidge and Hoover knew what patronage 
was about, hut their experiences were mild 
compared with those of Franklin D. Roose­ 
velt. 
His attempt to cover up for his 
party has not been successful. 
It has serv­ 
er, rather, to call attention to the condition 
that he would like to hide.

Its use, a fact uow better known than it 
was a year ago, demands the highest skill. 
For example, average hourly earnings in 
manufacturing and non-manufacturing in­ 
dustries combined increased 22J percent from 
July, 1933, to March, 1934, which looks like 
Improvement. 
But at the same time aver­ 
age hours worked each week were declin­ 
ing 12 percent, so that net gains in earnings 
actually were lees than 8 per cent.

Not Too Close 
United Stated diplomacy probably ha* 
come close to pleasing most of It* unof­ 
ficial crlcltlcs by refusing to sign a non­ 
aggression pact with Russia.

has made up its mind on an international 
questio effecting a plan without offending 
the Japanese. 
It permitted recognition of Russia to be 
made at a moment when Japan was ex­ 
changing sharp words with Moscow. 
It 
took the lead in objecting to Japan's Man­ 
churian policy. 
For the last two decades 
It has permitted Japan's opinion to1 be pre­ 
judiced gradually against the United States 
and its people. 
Russia is frankly anxious to have this 
government appear inclined toward it rath­ 
er than Japan. 
To the extent that Russia 
has been given recognition and Manchuria 
has 
b*-en denied 
recognition, Russia has 
been favored. To the extent that Russia's 
proposal for a non-aggression pact has been 
refused, Japan has been favored. 
When Japanese newspapers publish this 
information more will be done to allay Ja­ 
pan's fear of the United States than a hun­ 
dred friendly notes could do. 
Russia has 
no complaint, furthermore, because it is a 
ftxod polio) of this government to stay out 
of bilateral agreements which might be 
construed as unfriendly to other countries. 
The United States Is as close to Russia as 
it needs to be for the present.

It is difficult to estimate the value of such 
a life as that of John D. Rockefeller.

He sets an example that 
today's young people need. 
Mr. 
Rockefeller’s 
public 
benefactions, 
expressing ills gratitude for opportunity and 
success, should be an Inspiration to other 
successful men. In his life he has given in 
wise philanthropy to science, education, re­ 
ligion and fighting of disease, a great deal 
more than five hundred million dollars. 
When Mr. Rockefeller reaches his 100th 
birthday, he will have given for public pur­ 
poses more than five million dollars for 
every year of his life.

away only what the average man is able 
to give, say 
o n e dollar a day, It would 
have taken nearly a million and a half years 
to give away as much as he has given. 
And yet when future historians discuss 
the name of John D. Rockefeller, compar­ 
ing It with such names as Jacques Coeur 
and Medic!, It will be written that merely 
giving money, returning to the nation which 
made its accumulation possible the greater 
part of an Individual fortune, is of com­ 
paratively slight consequence in John D.

The first birth in Pittsburgh was 
that of Daniel Vermont. He was 
born at Old Fort Duquesne on Sep­ 
tember 18. 1755. This was an event 
of 179 years 
ago. It occurred 
43 
years before East Liverpool was 
settled. 
The record of this initial 
birth in the Smoky City was re­ 
cord in the office of the register of 
the fort. 
The first square used by a car* 
p >nter in Allegheny 
county, 
ac­ 
cording to the centennial anniver­ 
sary number of Pittsburgh Dis­ 
patch in 1888, was at th© time in 
the possession of Rev. A. A. Lamb­ 
ing of Wilkinsburg^ It is said to 
have been used in the planning of 
Fort Duquesne. It was then part 
of the tools of Robert Carson, who 
was born on August I, 1732. He 
was thus just a few months younger 
than George Washington who wa# 
b' 
earlier the same year. 
The first death in Pittsburgh OC- 
urn! also at Fort Duquesne. It 
was that of Toussaint Boyer, styled 
Bientourne. He passed 
away 
on 
June 20, 1754. aged about 21 years. 
The first boundary in Pittsburgh 
was built by Joseph 
McClurg 
in 
1804. 
An organization known as "The 
Jockey Club" advertised the initial 
races that were run in Pittsburgh 
on September 5. 1786 and they were 
announced for three days beginn* 
J 
ing on October 19 of the following 
month In the same year. 
A purse 
of $120 was offered for the first 
day, one of $60 for the second and 
sweepstake composed of 
the 
en­ 
trance money for the final day. 
To prevent the English from oc­ 
cupying it the French blew up Fort 
Duquesne in November 
of 
175S 
which was the first explosion not­ 
ed in the latter city. 
One of the 
magazines was blown to atoms, the 
other remained intact. The charred 
walls of 30 or 40 cabins added to 
the wretchedness of the situation 
which to the eyes of George Wash­ 
ington when he beheld the ruins re­ 
presented a scene of desolation. 
For refining ore coke was made 
initially on Redstone creek and two 
years later at Parkers Landing. It 
was in 1841.

First Bank In 1804. 
It was on January I, 1804. that 
the first, bank was established in 
Pittsburgh. It was a branch of the 
Bank of Pennsylvania. It was lo­ 
cated In a stone building on th* 
east side of Second avenue be­ 
tween Ferry street and Chancery 
lane. The first stage line between 
Pittsbureh and Philadelphia was 
started two years later In 18i>6.

The 
first 
river coal shipment 
from Pittsburgh was one sent down 
the 
Ohio in the ship Louisiana 
which had been built In Pittsburgh 
iu 1803. It was sent out ballasted 
with stone coal which was sold in 
Philadelphia 
at 
37 and one half 
cents a bushel. 
The first fort built in Pittsburgh 
was named Duquesne for the Mar­ 
quis de Duquesne de Mennerville, 
who succeeded the Marquis de la 
Jonquiere as governor general of 
Canada after the latter’# death on 
May 17, 1752. Marquis Duquesne 
was one of the ablest statesman 
and 
soldier 
which France ever 
sent 
to America during colonial 
days. He was a grandson of th* 
famous Admiral Abram Duquesne. 
In honor of the Canadian governor 
general this initial Pittsburgh fort 
was given its name by Command­ 
ant Contrecoeur. 
For $10,000. the purchase con­ 
stituting the first coal deal in th* 
Keystone state all of the coal in 
Pennsylvania, except that portion 
which lay north of Kittanning, was 
procured by members of the Penn 
family and their coadjustor# of the 
chiefs of the Six Nations in No­ 
vember 1786. That north of Kittan­ 
ning was purchased in 1784. 
Major Isaac Craig and Stephen 
Bayard are said to have been the 
first distillers in Pittsburgh. Both 
were leading business men of the 
community and installed their dis­ 
tillery in 1784. The first steam en­ 
gine was brought to Pittsburgh in 
1794. Two steam engine works had 
been established in the town by 
1813 and another was added th* 
following year. 
The first court house in Pitt- 
burgh was erected in the Old Dia­ 
mond. It was a two story building 
with quaint roof and a cupolo and 
bell. In the front, facing Market 
street, stood the old market house. 
On either side of the court hon#* 
entrance were the record offices 
on the first floor.

Open First Mine in 1760 
The first coal pit or mine noted 
in or immediately about Pittsburgh 
was opened on the Monongahela 
river, just opposite Fort Pitt and 
the coal from it was used by th* 
garrison. It was opened in 1760 ac­ 
cording to Captain Thomas Hutch­ 
ins, w ho visited Fort Pitt that year. 
The first newspaper 
in 
Pitts­ 
burgh was The Gazette, its initial 
issue having been given the public 
on Saturday, July 29, 1786. Pitts­ 
burgh’s first defamer 
is said to 
have been a Mr. Cramer, then the 
editor of a publication known as 
“The Navigator." In 1814 he said: 
"as every blessing has its attend­ 
ant evil,"the stone coal is produc­ 
tive of considerable Inconvenience 
from the smoke which overhangs 
the town and descends in fine dust 
which blackens every object, even 
snow. which can scarcely be call­ 
ed white in Pittsburgh. The persons 
and dress of the inhabitants, in th* 
interior as well as th© exterior of 
house, experience the same effects.
